A History Of The Crows Nest Pass Area 


Finally in Feb. 1896 it was an¬ 
nounced that the Alberta Rail¬ 
way and Coal Company, which 
had held the charter for the 
Crows Nest Railway for the pre¬ 
vious four years no'fr had the 
money to proceed and agreed to 
lease the line to the Canadian 
Pacific when completed. The 
route was to be via the Crows 
Nest River and Michel Creek to 
the Elk River and across the 
plateau to the Kootenay River, 
passing Cranbrook but missing 
Fort Steel. A proposal to grant 
a loan of $20,000 per mile to help 
the construction was defeated by 
what the Macleod Gazette call¬ 
ed “an obstructionist opposition" 
at Ottawa. A charter was grant¬ 
ed by the Dominion government 


and subsidies and land grants 
arranged. Although it was called 
the British Columbia Southern 
Railway Company, it seems to 
have been but a subsidiary of 
the Canadian Pacific, for the 
former name was used only on 
maps. 

Early in 1897 a Mr. McReady 
from Golden, arranged with Pe¬ 
ter MacLaren to supply ties while 
the Winnipeg Free Press pub¬ 
lished the first map of the pro¬ 
posed line. Mr. P. Bums, a west 
Kootenay butcher was prepared 
to buy all the cattle in the coun¬ 
try. The price was $40 a head 
for three or four year-old steers.

In 1938, the Alberta Government set up the Conservation Board to stop the 
waste of gas in the Turner Valley field. In 1949, the Gas Preservation Act 
was passed to control gas export and to protect the requirements of Al¬ 
bertans talcing into consideration the future population, growth and indus¬ 
trial development. 

Present proven reserves are easily sufficient to meet the needs of Alberta 
for 30 years. As each year goes by the 30-year period moves ahead, and 
no export permit will be granted unless there always remains a minimum 
30-year supply. Only then will surplus gas be exported. 

Gas in the form it is taken from the ground however, is not the gas that is 
exported. Before gas goes into a pipeline, any substances economically 
recoverable, such as sulphur, etfjane, propane, butanes and natural gasoline 
are extracted. These rich raw materials are more valuable than the residue 
gas, and provide the materials for petro-chemical expansion and can be 
used for products such as acetylene, alcohols, glycols, glycerine, rubber, 
carbon disulphide, benzine, detergents, insecticides, explosives, fertilizers 
and polythene. 

Propane, extracted from gas, is a fuel equal in convenience to natural gas, 
and can be stored in pressure tanks for home use or to supply communities. 
Consumption of propane in Alberta has increased tremendously in the last 
few years, to a point where it had to be imported from the United States 
in 1951. Development of a petro-chemical industry and assuring adequate 
supplies of propane for thousands of Alberta farm and rural homes which 
cannot be economically supplied with gas because of transportation and 
distribution costs, depends upon an export market for residue gas. 

For gas to benefit Albertans and others, the resource must 

S be developed to the fullest extent. Your government has 
adopted a conservative export policy to protect your 
interests indefinitely.

end of 1897 two news items ap¬ 
peared which set the pattern for 
many later press releases from 
the Crows Nest Pass. The first 
stated that Mr. C. E. D. Wood, 
who was magistrate, had left for 
Crows Nest Lake, a new town 
along the line, to prosecute be¬ 
fore Inspector Saunders and 
Cuthbert, a man named Luce 
for selling liquor without a lic¬ 
ence. The other item told of a 
rumor of labor troubles in the 
Pass which were said to have led 
to the resignation of Mr. Haney. 

The N.W.M.P. were in charge 
of policing the line during con¬ 
struction and were sworn in as 
special B.C. police officers to give 
them full authority in that pro¬ 
vince. They reported 3,500 men 
employed in construction. There 
was not much lawlessness con¬ 
sidering that $10,000 worth of 
liquor was imported each month, 
whcih was sold at twice that 
much to workers. However, one 
or 2 murders were committed 
during the 2 years construction, 
for many people like Luce fol¬ 
lowed the men with illicit liquor. 
Old construction workers stated 
that the old hotel at Crows Nest 
Lake had a barrel of whiskey 
on the counter at all times for 
self-service at 75c per glass.
